Some of my most vivid memories of travel are in the 
details, not the obvious icons of a location. I refer to the 
close-ups or tightly cropped bits and pieces that repre- 
sent the personal emotions or sensations of the moment 
rather than the Big Pictures that document my take on a 
popular place. 

I like to think that I've developed a special apprecia- 
tion for this sort of oblique, intimate viewpoint from pho- 
tographers like Sonja Bullaty and Angelo Lomeo. No one 
does it better. To talk with them over the years, they never fail to bubble over 
with enthusiasm, telling you elaborate little stories about the most intricate details 
that they've collected in pictures. Our first publication of their photographs cen- 
tered on New York’s Central Park, then more recently, Provence in France and 
Tuscany in central Italy. Now, Venice is the subject in this issue. We hope that 
readers are inspired by the universal nature of their approach and not be con- 
strained by the limits of the particular subject matter of this city. 

Perhaps form does follow function in places like Central Park or Venice where 
the larger views are too difficult to obtain (without access to a penthouse). Light 
snow on a lonely statue speaks to a curious isolation amid the masses of Man- 
hattan. A reflection on a canal distorts a 
Venetian slice of life into an impres- 
sionistic painting. This is the fun of pho- 
tography, the tantalizing search for the 
heart, rather than the body of a place. 

Sonja and Angelo have often had the 
professional luxury of spending a great 
deal of time on location. My tours are in 
continuous motion. Compressed between 
the demands of other family members 
and the multitude of sights that must be 
logged each day, I’ve adapted by becoming a hit-and-run photographer. Tripods 
aren't often an option. I compose by zoom, not by repositioning myself. I’m 
thankful for the wide selection of today’s 3:1 and 4:1 zooms. 

In this issue, two examples are highlighted. The Tamron 100-300mm is 
extremely compact considering its focal range. When coupled with the smallest 
of SLRs, the package is hardly larger than lens-shutter products with zooms that 
afford nowhere near the telephoto power to isolate distant details (like a gar- 
goyle atop a cathedral spire) or to nab wildlife and people shots. Hand-holding 
your camera to take a sharp photo in tolerable light with a 28mm or 135mm 
isn’t a problem you probably thought you had. Consider yourself corrected. The 
new Canon 28-135mm zoom with Image Stabilization lets you take city and 
landscape scenes in low light, and without a tripod, that were heretofore impos- 
sible. Hand-hold slow shutter speeds to blur a brook or the lights of city traffic 
or to improve depth of field. 

While pros can concern themselves with large apertures and fixed focal length 
lenses, I always opt for convenience. There’s no sense discussing the quality of 
a photo not taken because a lens was left in the camp or the car or the hotel.

Ten days later, I set up 200 
feet from the favorite perch, used cen- 
ter-weighted average metering, added 
one stop of light and was successful. 
When unexpected action occurs, press 
the shutter immediately. Don't miss 
the opportunity! 

I love silhouettes because they cre- 
ate images with strong graphical qual- 
ities and often allow shutter speeds 
fast enough to capture dramatic action. 

I learned to be cautious about shoot- 
ing into such a bright sun. When I 
looked away from the camera after 
shooting this long series, the world 
looked purple; I learned later that Га 
risked serious eye damage. I was lucky, 
however (in more ways than one)! 


IN MEMORIAM: We were deeply shocked and saddened to learn of the recent death of one of our friends and favorite contributors, Ned Gillette 
(age 53). In early August, he and his wife, Susie Patterson, were camping in the northern mountains of Pakistan when they were both shot by rob- 
bers, Ned fatally, while Susie survived and eventually was brought to a hospital in Gilgit where she's recovering as this magazine goes to press. 

The articles that Ned and Susie contributed to our magazine always covered the subject of photography as it serves to artfully document the 
high adventure that they made both their professional and personal passion. Naturally, in circumstances such as this, one can't help but be struck 
by the irony and purposeless nature of the tragedy, considering the countless other ways that Ned and Susie risked their lives climbing and skiing 
the tallest mountains of the world or trekking through the most formidable deserts. We can't think of any two people who were more physically and 
mentally tough and good-hearted at the same time. Together, they were one of the most lovable and most inseparable husband-and-wife teams 
that we know in this business where unions of this type are common.

The pho- 
tographs published in Outdoor Pho- 
tographer are owned and copyrighted 
by the photographer. As a magazine, 
we purchase rights from the photog- 
raphers to print their work in the mag- 
zine. If you want to display someone’s 
photography on a Web site, you'd need 
to consult the photographer and nego- 
tiate use of the photograph. Assum- 
ing he or she is willing to let you use 
the photograph on the Internet, many 
established photographers will want 
to be paid. At the very least, you'll 
need to give appropriate credit to 

the photographer. 

Then there's the issue of scanning 
a page from the magazine and post- 
ing it. The whole magazine is copy- 
righted so you need to have our specific 
permission. We handle these requests 

on a case-by-case basis.

The materials that 
work for one photographer simply 
don’t work for another one. 

For example, Moose Peterson 
finds the colors and sharpness of 
many of the Agfa films to be ideal for 
his photography. Another photogra- 
pher may find that his or her images 
just don’t look quite right with 
anything but Fujichrome Velvia or 
Kodak E100 SW. Individual styles 
and ways of taking pictures deter- 
mine what the best film is, not a spe- 
cific location. 

We encourage everyone to try dif- 
ferent materials and find what looks 
best for you. We'll continue to let you 
know when new materials are avail- 
able and what you can expect from 
them. Armed with that information, 
you can try the films that have the 
most potential for you. The key is to 
try it yourself.

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Closer Focusing

his Tech Tips is based 

on field work with the 

participants of my two 

spring workshops at 

Mono Lake in Cali- 
fornia’ s Eastern Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains. Every year, the workshops 
produce questions and tips that may 
be of interest to readers. 


Conditioned For 
Field Work 

How far can you hike? How 
far should you hike? How much 
can you carry? These are ques- 
tions to ask yourself well before 
you start out on an adventure. A 
schedule of evening walks to do 
a little conditioning will make the 
later hikes a lot more enjoyable. 

This year, I had several partic- 
ipants with medical conditions, but 
they still made all of the photo 
hikes (none over 1.5 miles each 
way) because they paced them- 
selves with their limitations in 
mind. They spent a little less time 
at the destination, but had the satisfaction of getting there 
and participating in all the photo opportunities. 

When you set out on your trail journey, set realistic 
goals for that day. Making a schedule that only gives enough 
time to reach the destination and no time to accomplish 
photography as it presents itself is an invitation to either 
frustration or getting back late. 

If you go on a group hike that’s based on reaching a 
specific destination, there’s seldom time for serious pho- 
tography. The group will leave you behind and frustrate 
your creative endeavors. I’ve made it a point to stay closer 
to camp and do photography while the troops do their 
forced march to the top of the ridge and back. 

Be careful about what you load into your photo pack. 
Being prepared for every photographic opportunity isn’t 
possible. Ask the guide or instructor questions before you 
leave, or do some research to know what are the most 
likely subjects to be encountered. Taking a heavy, long 
lens for possible birds when no birds are readily found in

the area is carrying extra baggage. 
I know, just as I tell you to leave 
the long lens back at camp, an 
eagle lands on a rock nearby. 

How you carry that gear is 
important. Numerous photo back- 
packs are now available from Out- 
Pack, Lowepro, Tamrac and Canon, 
to name a few suppliers. They have 
numerous compartments to hold 
gear and a reasonable suspension 
system to facilitate carrying weight. 
It’s important that the backpack 
have adjustable shoulder straps, a 
hip belt to distribute weight and 
a sternum strap to keep the shoul- 
der straps in place. Remember to 
take lots of water. 


Closer With Long Lenses 

Telephoto lenses seldom focus 
as close as we'd like. All it takes 
is an extension tube placed between 
the camera body and the lens to 
allow a closer approach to subjects. 
Keep in mind that it takes a longer 
extension to get an effect with a 
telephoto than with a wide-angle lens. A 12mm tube will do 
great things to a wide-angle lens. With most combinations, 
the subject will be inches from the front of the lens. 

With telephotos, you'll need a 25mm or longer tube to 
get reasonably closer. As an example, a Canon EF 300mm 
f/4 Image Stabilizer lens focuses to 4.9 feet without any 
assistance. By adding a 25mm extension tube, the lens now 
focuses to a flower-isolating three feet. Some manufacturers 
have a set of extension tubes available in their accessory list- 
ing. If your camera manufacturer doesn't, check out the tubes 
from Kenko. They have individual 12mm and 25mm pieces 
as well as a set that includes a 12mm, 20mm and 36mm. 
Kenko supports Canon, Minolta, Nikon and Pentax systems. 


Know When It's Not Working 
Sometimes equipment fails. You can blindly continue 
to photograph with failed results for days if you don't pay 
attention to the gear as you work with it. The two most 
likely areas of failure are light meters and flashes. 


With light meters (internal and exter- 
nal), it’s usually a case of damage or 
exhausted batteries. Know what the 
basic exposure should be by having a 
knowledge of the “sunny 16” rule. If 
on a sunny day your meter is saying 
Yoo sec. at f/8 while you're using ISO 
400 film, you've got a problem. The 
“sunny 16" rule says that on a typi- 
cal sunny day, the shutter speed will 
be the same as the film's ISO num- 
ber at f/16, or any reciprocal combi- 
nation. That means the basic exposure 
with ISO 400 film would be % sec. 
at f/16. If it’s been determined that 
your meter has quit, you can get close 
with the "sunny 16" rule and then 
bracket your exposure on either side 
of the approximate exposure. 

The biggest mistake I see with 
flashes is not properly seating it on 
the hotshoe. If the flash is only part- 
way into the shoe, the contacts don't 
match up and the flash still fires, but 
it fires at full power only. The result: 
a lot of overexposed images. Another 
problem is firing before the flash is 
fully recycled. The result: a combi- 
nation of properly exposed (the flash 
went off) and way underexposed images 
(the flash didn't go off). 

To check your TTL (through-the- 
lens) flash metering, run a quick test. 
Open the lens aperture all the way and 
point the camera/flash at a close, light- 
colored object. Fire the camera; the 
flash duration should be very short— 
barely a blip of light. 

Now cover the lens with your hand 
or lens cap and fire again. The flash 
should give a full power pulse of light 
in its attempt to give the correct expo- 
sure—which it can't. If the first flash 
burst was tiny and the second was bril- 
liant and powerful, the TTL flash expo- 
sure is working. If both flashes were 
the same—either both tiny or both 
bright—check the seating of the flash. 
Other causes of flash malfunction are 
low batteries, defective flash cords and 
corrosion on the hotshoe contacts. 


Optimizing The Possibilities? 

After my annual Mono Lake work- 
shops were concluded this year, I set 
out to add to my own photo collection. 
In an aspen grove in one of the many 
draws on the Eastern Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, my longtime friend and ace 
nest finder, Bill Sleuter, found a nest 
hole with baby lodgepole chipmunks. 


We set up a blind for photography and 
I waited three hours with no activity. 

Meanwhile, Bill noticed the same 
family of three babies and one adult 
chipmunk on a tree 50 feet beyond 
the one I was watching. The adult had 
moved the group while I was watch- 
ing the hole. No, I didn't fall asleep 
at the watch, but Bill informs me there 
wasn't a rear exit to the nest hole. I 
must have blinked. We got a few shots 
of the group in the second tree before 
they hid themselves behind some bark. 

The next day, I set up on a moun- 
tain bluebird nest in the same grove. 
I was photographing the birds landing 
at the nest hole to feed their young 
with a 600mm f/4 lens and Project- 
A-Flash when not 15 feet away I noticed 
two chipmunks on a log. The big lens 
naturally only focuses to 20 feet. (Ani- 
mals know the minimum focusing dis- 
tance of lenses and position themselves 
just inside that range.) I went back to 
my vehicle and got a 300mm f/4 tele- 
photo that focuses to just under five 
feet, added a 2X tele-extender (600mm 
f/8), its own flash and a tripod. 

So there I was with two tripods, 
each complete with flash, pointed 90 
degrees to each other. The problem 
arose when the bluebirds arrived at 
the nest hole at the same time as the 
chipmunks were performing. Deci- 
sions, decisions. I even found myself 
reaching over to the prefocused blue- 
bird camera setup and firing when the 
bird landed while following the chip- 
munks with the other camera. 

To give you an idea of the plethora 
of subjects in the area, I observed from 
my two camera locations a red-breasted 
sapsucker nest in feeding mode, a pair 
of northern flickers on eggs, several 
active house wren nests with their melo- 
dious antics near their holes and a 
mountain chickadee nest with the par- 
ents bringing in juicy, green caterpil- 
lars. This doesn't count the bluebirds 
and chipmunks I was focused on or a 
pocket gopher that was running only 
a few feet from where I was standing. 
It was just inside the minimum dis- 
tance of both lenses I was using. ОР

Responding To Change 


The status quo will doom 
photographers to mediocrity 


It is not the strongest of the species that survives, nor 


the most intelligent, but the one most responsive to change. 

— Charles Darwin 

wonder if Darwin was observing photographers when 

he penned these words. Maybe he was sitting some- 

where high on a hill, looking down on a happy lit- 

tle herd of shooters—a seminar or a camera club 

outing —cavorting in the meadow below, changing 

lenses and angles, focus and exposure, at something just 
slightly less than the speed of light. 

There are few other breeds on the planet as responsive 
to change. Photographers worship change, pray for change, 
knowing deep in their hearts that it's the status quo which 
dooms them to mediocrity. True, their finished product 
freezes the moment, but the practice of their craft depends 
to a large extent on how well they're able to flow from 
that one moment to the next—and the next and the next. 

As usual, as I write this column, Old Basic spins his 
internal lens to focus on the metaphoric rather than the lit- 
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eral. Do we really learn that lesson from our photography, 
I wonder? Are we as responsive to changes in our lives as 
we are to the shifting of light on the landscape? 

I wander the beach at dawn. The clouds and the sky a 
violent yellow, the hills cut black in silhouette. Click! A 
moment later, the sun flashes its first beams over the hori- 
zon, the plumes of the waves turn silver, the sand at my 
feet goes golden. Click! Gulls take off down the beach, 
first flying low toward me, then sweeping upward across 
my path and the sky. Click! Click! Click! 

In a matter of seconds, Гуе racked my focus ring from 
one end to the other and back again. The lesson? That it’s 
not about finding the right answer, nor even about finding 
another right answer. Photography is about continually find- 
ing the next right answer. Focusing easily in and out, flow- 
ing with the changes before my eyes, knowing that another 
photograph, another right answer, will always be there for 
me. Oh, if I could only learn to do it as easily in my life!

Favorite Places 


Roxborough State Park 


LOCATION: Tucked away 
at the base of the Rocky 
Mountain foothills, Rox- 
borough State Park lies 
on the extreme southwest 
side of the Denver, Colo., 
metro area. Within its 
boundaries are the same 
red rock formations typ- 
ical of its cousin down 
the road, Red Rocks Park. 
Four trails currently pro- 
vide entry into this unique 
area. Especially refresh- 
ing is the emphasis placed 
on keeping the park in a 
natural state, with as min- 
imal human impact as 
possible. Animals and 
plant life aren’t displaced 
for camping areas and 
picnic sites; only a visi- 
tor’s center and parking 
areas disrupt the scenery. 

The Roxborough area 
was originally inhabited 
by wandering Indian 
groups, and arrowheads 
are still found in areas 
they used for shelter. The 
pioneering American pho- 
tographer William Henry 
Jackson passed through 
the area in the 1870s with 
the Hayden party, stop- 
ping long enough for a photography session. Later, a few home- 
steads were set up, some mining began and an attempt was 
made to establish a resort. 

Some 70 years later, the state of Colorado was given the 
opportunity to purchase an area twice the size of the current 
park. Unfortunately, the state didn’t act quickly enough and part 
of the land was sold to developers, resulting in an upscale sub- 
division and a golf course on the other side of the hills. This 
hasn’t been lost on the current park administration, which has 
labored hard to raise funds to purchase other nearby areas that 
can be annexed to expand the park’s boundaries. 

Roxborough also offers the public a vast array of wildflow- 
ers native to the several micro climates within the park. Starting 
with the Pasque flowers and sand lilies of Easter, the parade of 
varieties and colors continues well into autumn.

COLORADO 


Wildlife both in and 
surrounding the park is 
plentiful. Black bears are 
attracted by the abun- 
dance of wild plums grow- 
ing throughout the valleys. 
Deer herds can usually be 
seen in the grasslands of 
the entrance area and are 
joined in autumn and win- 
ter by elk. Cougar, red fox 
and coyote are frequently 
spotted. Roxborough has 
become a haven for native 
bird life, from humming- 
birds to golden eagles. 
WEATHER: The semi-arid 
climate for which Denver 
is famous is typical of the 
weather at Roxborough. 
Spring, summer and fall 
days are usually warm to 
hot. Late afternoon thun- 
derstorms are prevalent 
in late spring and through- 
out summer. Due to the 
elevation gain, Roxbor- 
ough is cooler in summer 
than its suburban neigh- 
bors. Winter can be bit- 
ter or surprisingly warm. 
Also typical of the Den- 
ver area, it’s not usual for 
snow to remain on the 
ground throughout the 
winter. However, when there’s adequate snowcover, cross-coun- 
try skiing and snowshoeing are allowed within park boundaries. 
PHOTO EXPERIENCE: Photo opportunities range from land- 
scape and rock formations to wildflowers and wildlife. | use two 
zoom lenses for most scenic shots, including an 80-200mm tele- 
photo and a 20-50mm wide-angle. This combination allows you 
to capture the full expanse of the park’s myriad red rock for- 
mations, while also providing the option to single out details. 

The 80-200mm is also useful for wildlife, although further 
magnification would be helpful. Since wildlife in this area has 
been somewhat socialized to humans, most animals allow you 
to approach closer than normal. 

For wildflowers, I’m fond of my 105mm macro, though | occa- 
sionally use one of the two zoom lenses to vary my work. The 
park features a wide array of wildflowers, from those found in 
tallgrass prairie regions to distinct vari- 
eties of the sub-alpine.

efore joining a private 
expedition to the world’s 
largest and least explored 
national park, I checked 
the archives of major 
American magazines and drew a blank. 
I wanted to see existing photographs 
and glean information about North- 
east Greenland National Park, half as 
big as Texas, as well as to strategize 
how to pitch a photo story of my own. 
Colorado geologists John Jancik 
and Ken Zerbst, who had invited me, 
had been trying for 17 years to obtain 
the necessary permits and funding to 
climb virgin peaks in an unexplored 
range and traverse sea ice with open 
leads to a tiny island. They said that 
my extensive polar experience would 
come in handy in the field and that 
my name might help cut through red 
tape. And, oh yes, they hoped to get 
their story published in National Geographic or Outside. 
The island is the northernmost point of land in the world, 
located in 1978 by a Danish survey following up on dis- 
crepancies of more than 10 miles between satellite imagery 
and existing maps. I explained that major American mag- 
azines are no longer interested in original exploration for 
its own sake. Entertainment value comes first. Celebrities, 
mummies or the more recently deceased are better ways 
to getting modern adventure stories published. 
I further explained that I’m constantly being asked how

A visit to the North shows how magazines 
see adventure travel stories today 


to sell an adventure story in advance, and I answer that I’m 
rarely able to do so myself these days. In this age of pho- 
tographic and information overload, editors know that the 
more remote the adventure, the less likely it will result in 
the kind of flashy, contrived imagery necessary to grab the 
short attention span of their similarly overloaded readership. 

Nevertheless, I joined the roster and contacted National 
Geographic a year in advance. My proposal was declined. 
An editor I knew gave me inside information that it con- 
flicted with a cultural Arctic story already in the works. 
Nunavut, a giant, new Canadian territory to be ruled by the 
Inuit after 1999, was judged too similar to Greenland for its 
diverse readership. 


Out of the blue, Universal Press Syndicate (UPS) asked 
me to write and shoot a feature on Nunavut for hundreds of 
newspapers. That put me in a bind. The etiquette of free- 
lance journalism dictates not divulging inside knowledge of 
stories-in-progress to other publications. I tried to convince 
UPS to do Greenland, but they rightly felt that Nunavut was 
a more appropriate travel story for Sunday newspapers. When 
I told them that I was committed to Greenland—story or 
not—for the summer 1996 Arctic weather window, they 
allowed me to wait until 1997 and shoot their assignment 
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just after the Geographic article appeared. 

I struck out more completely at 
Outside, where I’m listed as a con- 
tributor on the masthead. I had trou- 
ble even reaching the editor. When 
we finally talked long after the expe- 
dition, he told me to take comfort in 
the fact that many of their best known 
contributors never get a reply because 
of time pressures in putting out a 
magazine. Welcome to the turn of 
the 21st century. 

At the turn of the last one, the leg- 
endary explorer Robert F. Peary arrived 
at the tip of Greenland by dog sled in 
1900 and returned to tell the world he 
had discovered Cape Morris Jessup, 
the world’s northernmost land. He 
named it after the president of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, who had put up $50,000 toward 
his expedition. 

Nine years later, Peary was cele- 
brated as the first person to reach the 
North Pole. Today, both of these 
exploits are disputed, yet maps and 
reference books continue to credit him 
with the pole and to designate Cape 
Morris Jessup as the world’s north- 
ernmost point of land. Our goals were 
the true northernmost point and the 
summits of unexplored mountains in 
the H.H. Benedict Range, named by 
Peary for another major contributor. 

In 1921, the Danish explorer Lauge 
Koch traversed the northern shore of 
the Arctic Riviera, a long section of 
Greenland’s northeast coast that has 
too little precipitation to breed glaciers. 
Contrary to the public conception of 
northern Greenland as a vast icecap 
second only to Antarctica, the snow- 
free summer tundra along the coast 
blooms with wildflowers each July. 
Koch spotted an obvious island that 
he suspected could be farther north 
than the cape and named it Kaffe- 
klubben—Coffee Club Island—for his 
informal group of geologists. 

A 1978 Danish survey landed a heli- 
copter on Kaffeklubben and determined 
it was north of the cape. Just as they 
were celebrating, someone pointed to 
a tiny dark spot nearly a mile farther 
north. They flew out to a gravel bar 
about 25 feet wide by 50 feet long and 
named it Oodaaq after the faithful Green- 
land Eskimo who accompanied Peary 
toward the North Pole.

Try video to capture fast and furious action

ell, it's bulls and blood. It's dust and mud. It's 

the roar of the Sunday crowd. It's the white in the 

knuckle. The gold in the buckle. And they call 

the thing rodeo." Garth Brooks packs image and 

emotion in his song, “Rodeo.” I must cop to the 
fact that seeing great still photos of rodeo action gives rise to emo- 
tion in me—envy! Those bronco-busting photographers have been 
practicing for years, I reckon. Must have a press pass to be in the 
arena close to the action, I rationalize. Willing to risk they're butts, 
I bet. Just flat lucky. Born with laser-tracking eyes. Fast on the 
photo-draw. Oh, well! 

Having taken so many still rodeo shots that bit the dust creatively 
and technically, I recently packed the Canon Optura DV camcorder 
at Arizona's Rawhide Rodeo outside Scottsdale. When I’m working 
on action subjects — parades, dances, races, festivals, rodeos and the 
like—shooting a moving medium relieves me of that perfect shot 
pressure when I don't feel up to it, especially on a hot Arizona day. 

Rodeos kick up action that's tough to wrangle with conventional 
cameras. Can't see a blessed thing through the viewfinder as broncs 
burst from the gate, leaping vertically out of my frame. Bulls whirly

ow many times have you heard that sun- 

rises and sunsets are passé? If you’ve seen 

one, some people insist, you’ve seen them 

all. True, there’s probably a limit to the 

number of these shots that a photographer 
can take and still remain creative without becoming trite. 
But, I must confess, I could photograph nothing but sun- 
rises and sunsets and still feel completely fulfilled. 

From sunrises over the Appalachian Mountains to sun- 
sets over the Sonoran Desert, the range of colors is amaz- 
ing and can vary remarkably. The landscape beneath the 
bright yellow ball changes too, and although most people 
would never admit it, they probably wish they could have 
been present to witness such an event. 

I’ve spent countless early-morning hours driving or hik- 
ing to the top of a mountain in the darkness. I customar- 
ily arrive and set up my equipment about an hour before 
sunrise, since the best color often begins 20 to 30 minutes 
before the sun actually rises. 

At first, the sky starts to turn a deep royal blue, usually 
appearing a shade lighter along the horizon. If you’re lucky, 
there may still be a crescent moon hanging low enough to 
be included in the frame. After another few minutes, a bit 
of pink appears, and the mountains still look like blue 
waves in the distance. Gradually, this shade of blue will 
begin to turn grayer as the sky begins to lighten. By now, 
deep orange covers the sky, turning slowly to yellow as 
the sun climbs closer to the horizon. Then, depending on 
the atmospheric conditions, the sky may retain its pink

or orange hue as the sun climbs past the mountains. 
When I’m photographing mountains, I try to isolate them 
somewhat, using a focal length of 80mm to 300mm. This 
generally helps to compress the layered mountains more. 
Near bodies of water, sunrises are often accompanied by 
drifting mist and fog, which accentuates the warm colors 
of the early light. If I desire to retain a little detail in the 
landscape, I use a graduated neutral-density filter to keep 
the colors in the sky saturated. I rarely do this when water 


is in the foreground, however, since 
it’s highly reflective. 

From time to time, I may also use 
a warming filter to intensify the col- 
ors if the sky becomes predominantly 
orange—especially when silhouetting 
egrets and herons flying in to roost for 
the evening. With wading birds of 
these species, my lens choice ranges 
from 300mm to 500mm but, if shoot- 
ing landscapes around lakes and oceans, 
I may go as wide as 15mm to 35mm 
to include reflections of the early- 
morning clouds on the still waters. 

I’ ve found reds more intense at sun- 
set than at sunrise when photograph- 
ing in locations such as Arches National 
Park in eastern Utah. The red rocks 
actually appear to glow, especially 
when the sky overall is a deep blue, 
creating two colors at the opposite 
ends of the spectrum. 

My Nikon F5 and N90s handle the 
early-morning and late-evening expo- 
sures without any adjustments. If the 
sun is intense and not framed off-cen- 
ter, however, the areas of layered moun- 
tains may go a bit darker than desired. 
I usually begin shooting as soon as I 
get my first 30-second reading with 
the lens wide open. 

On the other hand, I was quite sur- 
prised at the beauty of the light reflect- 
ing on the hoodoos at Bryce Canyon 


National Park and on mountains at Zion 
National Park when shooting five-minute 
exposures. It was so dark, in fact, I 
couldn't see where to focus and had no 
idea what I would get on film. Because 
I could just make out silhouettes in the 
distance, I framed my shot and focused 
on infinity using a wide-angle lens. 
Sometimes taking a chance like this 
pays off creatively. 

When photographing sunrises along 
the beach, I first look for an area where 
the waves that are washing ashore reflect 
the sunlight. I then wait until one set 
of waves begins to recede and another 
begins to roll in, creating the most inter- 
esting patterns. My lens of choice is 
usually in the 80mm to 300mm range. 

In the Panhandle of Florida, there 
are still a few beaches that have white 
sand. Early-morning shots before the 
sun rises reveal deep-red clouds, and 
the white of the sand glows with a deep 
blue. For these shots, I don't use a grad- 
uated neutral-density filter because the 
white sand would lose the deep blues. 

While shooting on the coast of 
Olympic National Park, I once noticed 
that the haystack formations combined 
with mist from the pounding surf cre- 
ated some highly dramatic backgrounds 
for soaring bald eagles and thousands 
of gulls. To catch the soaring eagles, 
I used a slight warming filter and a 
500mm lens with the lens wide 
open, trying for a faster shutter 
speed. After the light faded to 
the deep blues and faint oranges 
along the horizon, I switched to 
a wider-angle lens to take in 
more of the landscape. Of course, 
by this time my exposure was 
ranging in the seconds, which 
precluded anymore bird pho- 
tography. Just like sunrise, 
some of the best natural light 
you'll find is 20 to 30 minutes 
after sunset. 

Im inspired by every morn- 
ing I can breathe in the mist 
swirling around a sunrise and 
by the fulfillment I feel at the 
end of the day as I pack up my 
photo gear in complete dark- 
ness. I recently saw the movie, 
City of Angels. At every sun- 
rise and every sunset, the angels 
would gather to hear the music. 
I think many of us as photog- 
raphers hear that music and put 
its score to film. OP 
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What subject matter really attracts you? 


hat kind of pho- 

tographs do you 

make? The most 

common answer 

I hear to that 
question is: Oh, I take a little of this, 
and a little of that. When I’ve taught 
workshops over the past 20 years, the 
seductive power of the camera is evi- 
dent in student work. Since the visual 
explorer is naturally pulled toward 
many subjects, class photography most 
often indicated diverse interest and 
little focus. 

Certainly, the world is full of won- 
ders to photograph, but how many of 
us have the time to take every branch 
in the road? The hectic pace of our 
lives and the expediency of clicking 
the shutter conspire to distract us. 

I think that many photographers 
would benefit from a more focused 
approach to their imagery. If you’re 
a landscape photographer, and you 
see something of yourself mentioned 
above, consider what subject matter 
really attracts you. The subject can 
be broad or narrow, such as forests 
or aspen, deserts or Death Valley. 
The important thing is to focus on a 
theme and photograph with the idea 
of creating images that support your 
theme. This can take many forms: 
an actual portfolio box of fine prints; 
a book; a slide show; or simply a 
page of slides. The idea is to make 
photographs and then edit them with 
the intention of putting your best 
images on the subject in one place. 

There are two main requirements 


for your project. First, as I said before, there must be a coher- 
ent theme that moves you and motivates you. Let’s say you’ve 
chosen a theme of landscapes with some aspect of water involved. 
Images could include waterfalls, rivers, lakes or the ocean. 
The second criterion is that there should be no one image

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With the help of modern technology under the 
guidance of UNESCO (United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Organization), Venice 
will hopefully be saved. But how does one con- 
vey the romance and flavor of this place to show 
it as more than statistics? New York-based hus- 
band-and-wife photography team Sonja Bullaty 
and Angelo Lomeo have accomplished this in 
Venice and the Veneto (Abbeville Press, New 
York, 1998). It’s fitting that a couple would take 
on the task of conveying through still photogra- 
phy the essence of one of the world’s most roman- 
tic cities. 

Outdoor Photographer: What is it about Venice 
that attracts you? 

Angelo Lomeo: There are so many things that 
come to mind when you think of Venice, when 
you think of a whole city built on wooden piles. 
When you think about the tremendous weight 
from all the marble of the great Palazzi on the 
Canale Grande sitting on top of these piles. The 
word “improbable” comes to mind. When you 
walk through the streets and see the reliefs of art 
on the exteriors of the buildings and then go into 
one of the many ornate buildings, you wonder 
how the Venetians possibly could have achieved 
this. So there’s a magic and mystery to this place. 

We fell in love with not only the city, but the 
people as well. We found an apartment in a work- 
ing-class neighborhood that had a kitchen, so we 
would go out and buy food. By the third day, we 
were being called by our first names by the real 
Venetians. That was a very touching thing. Venice 
is really a very special place and, once you’ve 
been there, you want to go back again and again. 

Sonja Bullaty: There’s an absolute magic to 
Venice. We were there for the first time in 1962 
and we thought we were in some other world, 
some other realm. Ever since then, it has haunted 
us so, whenever we could—such as when we were 
in another part of Europe on assignment— we'd 
stop by Venice. Venice is unbelievably romantic 
and magical. That's why we call Venice the 
improbable dream. It's totally endangered, yet it 
survives. It's overwhelmed by tourists, but how 
can it not be when it's perhaps the ultimate museum 
of the world. 

OP: So it's an outdoor museum in a sense. 

Bullaty: Yes and no, because it's also very 
much a living city. 

OP: How do you capture the feeling of a city 
like Venice on film? 
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OPENING SPREAD: Venice is a magical city for reflections, and luckily 
there’s abundant opportunity for them. Certain times of day make the reflections 
strongest, as in the photo of a woman throwing water into a canal in the 
Dorsoduro and the colorful building reflections in Burano. The mirror-like shot 
from a canal bridge in Venice shows off the graphic possibilities. OPPOSITE, 
TOP: The beasts of Venice adorn lots of stonework, such as the lion column in 
the Piazzetta. OPPOSITE, LEFT: Gondolas are the archetypal Venice transport, 
their bright colors an attractive motif in this view toward San Giorgio Maggiore. 
ABOVE: The ineffable magical essence of Venice is heightened by the gorgeous 
low light. TOP, RIGHT: Moonrise at the church of San Giorgio Maggiore lends 
highlights to the supple blue tones. MIDDLE: This photo of bobbing gondolas 
displays technical expertise along with a perfect sense of Venice.

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Bullaty: First of all, the light in Venice is very 
special. Many times what we photograph is the 
light rather than a place and, in Venice, it’s very 
outspoken because you’re between water and sky. 
It creates a feeling that touches your heart. The 
muted colors are wonderful, even with an over- 
cast sky. We tend to prefer the sun if we’re going 
to shoot pure architecture but, if we do close-ups 
or people, we prefer not to have the bright sun. 
Light really dictates one’s photography. 

OP: You often use reflections to convey a cer- 
tain mood that seems appropriate to Venice. 

Bullaty: We fell in love with reflections. For 
the book, we use the reflections right side up 
because somehow that’s a statement about Venice 
that feels right because you have a kind of unre- 
ality about the place. It’s an abstraction. 

OP: How do you deal with the technical chal- 
lenges involved with photographing reflections? 

Lomeo: I don’t think we ever used a polarizer 
or any other filter while we were in Venice, but 
you do have to shoot fast, of course, and you have 
to wait for still water. If it’s windy, you’re not 
going to get any clear reflections. But if it’s a 
quiet day and there isn’t much wind, there are all 
sorts of possibilities. There are certain times of 
the day when reflections are the strongest and, if 
you keep your eyes out for them, you’re going 
to find them. For the shot of the woman throw- 
ing water into the canal that Sonja took, for exam- 
ple, she had to be fast enough to notice it happening 
and shoot the reflection instantaneously. 
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Bullaty: When we talk about reflections in 
Venice, we mean it in two ways. It's reflections 
in the literal sense, reflections in the water, but 
you also get the time to reflect about Venice. In 
that sense, our whole book is a reflection on 
Venice. From trip to trip, Venice doesn't change 
very much, but we change. We see something 
different each time. 

OP: How do you shoot as a couple? 

Bullaty: By shooting singularly and then com- 
bining our work and deciding what fits best for 
a book. When we have an exhibition, we let peo- 
ple know who did what, but for a book we don't 
say because we feel the end product is the most 
important part and we try to complement each 
other rather than to compete with each other. 

OP: Do you walk around and shoot together? 

Bullaty: We very often go our own ways and 
then meet for lunch. Other times we shoot back 
to back. 

OP: What equipment do you use? 


Lomeo: Right now, we’re both working with 
Canon cameras. I have the EOS A2, and Sonja 
is still working with the EOS 620 and 630. We 
have a variety of lenses, including a 14mm. For 
tight areas and for a surreal touch, it works very 
well. We mostly use the Canon 28-105mm and 
28-80mm zooms. You can do a lot with just one 
lens like this, and it’s less to carry. For longer 
telephoto shots, we use the Canon 100-300mm 
zoom, sometimes adding a doubler, and always 
shooting on a tripod. I use a Manfrotto tripod and 
four-way tilt head for certain architectural and 
landscape shots, for night shots and for obtain- 
ing maximum depth of field when I need to go 
to a slow shutter speed to achieve it. 

Bullaty: Many times we carry a tripod around 
all day, but never use it because the pictures that 
we want are captured moments, so the tripod 
would kill it. But if you didn’t have the tripod 
around, you’d end up in a situation where you 
really needed it, but didn’t have it. Angelo gave 
me a Gitzo carbon-fiber tripod with a Linhof ball- 
head, and I love it. It’s fantastic because it’s so 
light, yet works so well. It’s my mink coat—it 
practically costs about as much, but it’s a much 
better gift from Angelo than a mink coat. 

OP: With which types of film do you shoot? 

Lomeo: We work with a lot of different films, 
including Ektachrome, but we often use 
Fujichrome— Velvia, Sensia and even Provia 400 
in certain low-light conditions. 

OP: When did you both get into shooting 
travel photography? 

Bullaty: Actually, we don’t call it travel pho- 
tography. To me, photography is my life, so I 


simply call it photography. People ask us what 
we specialize in. I say our specialty isn’t spe- 
cializing. We want to reflect what we feel. So 
sometimes it’s people, sometimes it’s landscape, 
sometimes it’s a mood. Photography is the expres- 
sion of ourselves. 


OP: European photographers have often 
expressed that we here in the United States tend 
to cubbyhole photographers—you’re a car pho- 
tographer, you’re a food photographer. 

Bullaty: We decided that that wasn’t for us. 
It’s too limiting. I can only say that photography 
is like life—it encompasses everything. You can 
see in the Venice book that we have people, we 
have landscapes, we have architecture, we have 
pure mood pictures. 

OP: Many of the landscapes are of the Veneto. 

Bullaty: That’s right. They’re done in the whole

region around Venice, which includes 
beautiful landscapes but also those 
unbelievable treasures such as Verona, 
Padua and Vicenza. The solitude that 
one finds in Valpolicella and in Soave, 
where the wine comes from, is won- 
derful. Sometimes the tourists can be 
pretty overwhelming—even though 
most of the time we’re in Venice off-season— 
especially in early spring and the fall. 

OP: Is there a best time of year to photograph 
Venice and its environs? 

Lomeo: Actually, every season is the best time, 
but we’ve found that if we go there in August 
it’s impossible. April and May, when spring is 
just emerging and the vineyards are light green 
and the cherries are blooming, is a good time to 
be there. One has to go back to a place quite 
often to really capture the spirit of it. That’s what 
we’ve done with all our books—we keep going 
back and really try to express ourselves through 
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the camera. Photographers tend to rush too much, 
and that’s where we’re the opposite. We’ll stay 
on a project long enough so that we can bring 
back the essence of a place. If we can’t come up 
with that essence, then nobody is going to see 
those pictures. 

With us, for all the books we’ve published, 
it was a body of work that accumulated over a 
number of years. We made the photographs 
because there was something that moved us about 
the place. We don’t make 
pictures just because we 
know we’re going to sell 
them. We’re trying to cap- 
ture the feeling of a place. 

Bullaty: However, if we 
sell them afterwards, we’ll 
be extremely happy! But 
that’s basically a bonus and 
not our primary reason for 
doing photography. OP

he Allegheny Highlands of West 
Virginia possess an incredible raw

ity and solitude, I often felt during my trips to the Highlands that I 
was the only person around for miles, and at times I’m sure I was.

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mixes them together to create a visual 
celebration. From mid-September 
through October, autumn bestows this 
region with a rainbow of fall colors. 
The mountains’ blend of cherry, ash, 
maple, oak and beech creates an explo- 
sion of blazing reds, flaming oranges, 
sparkling yellows and rusty browns. 

Here are some of my favorite autumn 
locations within the Highlands. No mat- 
ter the season, the West Virginia moun- 
tains offer a window into the beauty of 
the Appalachians. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


BABCOCK STATE PARK 


The number-one attraction for pho- 
tographers at this lovely state park is 
the Glade Creek Grist Mill. One of the 
most photographed spots in West Vir- 
ginia, the mill was constructed in 1976 
by combining parts from several old 
grist mills around the state. Water from 
Glade Creek now powers the mill’s 
waterwheel. There are several vantage 
points along the creek to compose out- 
standing images of the mill surrounded 
by a background of colorful autumn 
foliage. The park’s 4000 acres of hard- 
wood forests offer additional opportu- 
nities to photograph the essence of an 
Appalachian autumn. 


HIGHLAND SCENIC 
HIGHWAY 

Tucked inside Pocahontas County 

is the Highland Scenic Highway, by 

far my favorite autumn location in the 

Highlands. No matter where I’m pho- 

tographing in the Allegheny High- 

lands, my internal compass undoubtedly 
leads me to this highway. 

Located between Richwood and 


Marlinton, the highway (portions of 
Highway 39 and all of Route 150) 
gently winds 44 miles through the 
Monongahela National Forest. Com- 
mercial vehicles are prohibited on 
Route 150, so traffic is practically non- 
existent on this segment. There are 
times when an hour will pass before 
I'll see or hear another vehicle. 

With its many scenic overlooks, the 
highway showcases scenic vistas of 
autumn-splashed hardwood forests, gen- 
tly sloping mountains and pastoral river 
valleys. More than 150 miles of hiking 
trails provide access to the Cranberry 
Wilderness bordering the highway. I 
especially recommend exploring the Big 
Spruce Overlook Trail, which includes 
an excellent boardwalk over a natural 
garden of boulders, ferns and mosses. 

About 16 miles from Richwood is 
the Hills Creek Scenic Area. Sur- 
rounded by cool, northern hardwood 
forest, Hills Creek descends through 
a narrow gorge, eventually cascading 
over a series of three waterfalls —25, 
45, then 63 feet high. The last water- 
fall is spectacular. 


CRANBERRY GLADES 

At the intersection of Routes 39 and 
150 in Pocahontas County is the Cran- 
berry Mountain Visitor Center, a U.S. 
Forest Service facility with exhibits 
about the local wildlife, plants and ecol- 
ogy. Just south of the center on Forest 
Service Road 102 is the Cranberry 
Glades Botanical Area, described as “а 
bit of Canada gone astray.” At an ele- 
vation of 3300 feet and ringed by moun- 
tains rising above 4000 feet, the Glades 
is the largest system of bogs in the 
state. A boardwalk leads into one bog, 
which harbors many rare and unique 
plants typical of species in northern 
tundra regions. In autumn, the snowy 
tufts of cottongrass, a plant commonly 
found in Alaska, dot the wet meadows, 
contrasting nicely with the multicol- 
ored forest surrounding these wetlands. 

The Cranberry Glades borders the 
Cranberry Wilderness, a 35,000-acre 
designated wilderness area within the 
Monongahela National Forest. More 
than 60 miles of hiking trails crisscross 
through this land of broad, massive 
mountains and deep, narrow valleys. 


An additional 26,000 acres are pro- 
tected as the Cranberry Backcountry. 


SPRUCE KNOB-SENECA ROCKS 

The Spruce Knob-Seneca Rocks 
National Recreation Area, the first des- 
ignation of its kind by the U.S. For- 
est Service, covers more than 100,000 
acres of outstanding mountain scenery 
and imposing rock formations. The 
slopes of Spruce Knob become dec- 
orated by golden bursts of sugar maples 
in fall. At the summit (the highest 
point in the state at 4861 feet), the 
hardwood forest surrenders to sub- 
alpine vegetation of red spruce, moun- 
tain ash and blueberries. In addition 
to capturing vistas of the Highlands, 
the summit is a great spot for work- 
ing on abstracts and closeups of autumn 
leaves, boulders, spruce cones and 
other forest floor specialties. There are 
several routes to the summit, but the 
one I like in particular is the Briery 
Gap Road (County Road 33/4), just 
south of Riverton on Highway 33. 

North of Spruce Knob on Highway 
33 is Seneca Rocks, a massive Tus-

One great advantage the West has to offer for fall 
color photography is in the scenic backdrops. There 
are snow-capped mountains, deep canyons and beau- 
tiful lakes and streams to enhance your subject. You 
can find fall color in the Grand Tetons, the redwoods 
and the red rock canyons of Utah, as well as most of 
the Western national forests. There are many different 
types of trees and shrubs that change into vibrant hues— 
aspen, cottonwood, oak, maple and sycamore trees, 
just to name a few. 

Great locations are abundant in the West. You may 
be able to find great color in September, October or 
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rich hues of autumn 


mountain range. You'll find more color 
in the Pacific Northwest than in the West- 
ern Sierra such as Yosemite Valley. Later 
in the season, nice color can be found in the foothills, 
valleys and mountains of the Southwest. 

Every year, the timing and amount of fall color may 
vary depending on the weather and the amount of pre- 
cipitation in the area. The extended weather forecast is 
very important for the area in which you choose to 
shoot. Preferably, you'll want to plan your visit during 
the peak of the autumn color on days with little or no 
wind. Wind movement of the leaves has caused many 
a blurry image. Also, extremely strong weather fronts 
with high winds may strip all the leaves off the trees 
in a matter of hours. I’ve seen this effect happen many 
times at different locations. I usually go to an area a 
few days before the peak and stay in the area for at 


least a week. This helps to find 
great locations and gives you time 
to shoot between windy periods. 

One thing that I like about shoot- 
ing fall colors is the ability to pho- 
tograph all day long, even when 
the light is flat on most subjects. 
In the noon hours, you can turn 
bad light into excellent backlight 
by shooting up the trunk of a tree 
toward the sun. I often compose 
with the sun in the frame to add 
an inspirational touch. You also 
need to remember to watch out for 
sun flare in these conditions. ГЇЇ 
generally have the sun shining 
through the leaves, which can act 
like a star filter and also help pre- 
vent excessive flare. 


Backlighting is my favorite form of light to bring 
out the stark colors the autumn season has to offer. 
Many photographers prefer to shoot on overcast days

to get the saturated colors. I, on 
the other hand, prefer the vibrant 
colors and contrast that backlight 
and sidelight bring to a scene. The 
colors just seem to pop right out 
of my transparencies. I love to 
place my brightly lit subjects 
against the deep blue sky or blue 
hues that form in the shadows of 
mountain or canyon walls, which 
are plentiful in the West. 

On many of my trips, I spend 
a lot of time driving around search- 
ing for new locations and that per- 
fect photo. I tried a different 
approach on one of my last fall 
trips by spending four full days 
in one river valley of the Eastern 
Sierra. This three-mile stretch of 


road had the best fall colors I’ve seen in the West and 
had a flowing river, lakes, beautiful canyon walls and 
a mountain range to top it off. By staying in that one

area, I was able to wander around, 
looking at all the details, and not stress 
out trying to get to the next location. 
On some days, I shot more than 100 
sheets of 4x5 film; that's a lot of work 
with a large-format camera. 

I also tried this approach later in 
the fall season in Yosemite Valley. 
By concentrating in one area, you 
really get to work on your composi- 
tion. I was intent on getting some nice 
fall colors reflecting in the Merced 
River. Because I devoted so much time 
| to just a few miles, I was able to walk 
| along a good portion of the river in 
the Valley and get the images I set 
out to capture on film. 

A good time to search for abstract 
pictures is on windy or overcast days. 
You can do some wonderful things 
with fallen leaf patterns. One of my 
favorites from my files is of fallen 
aspen leaves along a creek. This is a 
beautiful shot, and I think it's fairly 
unique. Also, look around at all the 
small shrubs and bushes. Many of 
these have excellent color and are often 
overlooked by photographers who are 
overwhelmed by the more dominant 
trees. I’ve even photographed a species 
of wildflowers that blooms during the 


peak fall colors. 


When you plan your next photo 
| excursion to chase fall colors, you 
just may want to try the West as well 
as the East. You'll find vast, open 
lands with a wealth of photo oppor- 
tunities and scenic settings. Every 
year, the amount of autumn colors 
varies. Call ahead to the areas that 
| you plan to visit to find out when the 
peak is and if it's a good year. Be 
sure to know what the weather will 
be like when you get there. With a 
little planning and some good research, 
you'll be able to photograph color- 
| ful fall images. OP

light drizzle falls as I 
begin my descent into 
Ganoga Glen. Although 
Ricketts Glen State Park 
is one of the most beau- 
tiful spots in Pennsylvania’s Pocono 
Mountains, I have the park to myself. 
The slippery conditions and bad 
weather have discouraged most day 
hikers. But there’s no such thing as 
bad weather for fall photography! 
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The colors of autumn aren’t limited to 
New England. Pennsylvania’s 
combination of diverse landscape and 
ever-changing weather gives you a rich 
variety of possibilities. OPENING PAGE, 
TOP: The Allegheny River and Coureen 
Island, Allegheny National Forest.

The early October colors beckon, 
appearing richer in the rain. 

Halfway down Ganoga Falls, I spy 
a yellow birch against the blue falls. 
Most photos of the falls—the tallest 
in the park—are shot from the bottom 
with a wide lens. I use a telephoto to 
capture this midsection of the falls with 
my 4x5 field camera. I like contrast- 
ing warm tones against cool, and there’s 
no better opportunity to do this than 
shooting fall colors in Pennsylvania. 

While many photographers head to 
New England in September, Pennsyl- 
vania’s spectacular fall foliage is often 
overlooked. The state is large enough 
to provide a range of climate regions 
and so abundant in trees that three- 
fifths of the state is wooded. The leaves 
change first in the northern tier, then 
work their way south, so if you miss 
peak color in Erie, you’ll get another 
chance at Valley Forge. 

Although the fall colors generally 
peak in late September and October, 
you can start photographing Pennsyl- 
vania’s fall colors in late August and 
continue into November, depending 
on the amount of heat and rain dur- 
ing the summer. A hot, dry summer 
creates less spectacular foliage. 

One of my favorite fall destinations 
is the Allegheny National Forest, over 
500,000 wooded acres in Pennsylva- 
nia’s northwest corner. The fall col- 
ors can be dazzling as you drive along 
scenic Route 6 past weathered barns 
in fields of wildflowers and stands of 
birch mixed with other hardwoods. 
Along the forest’s northern fringe, the 
Longhouse Scenic Drive offers some 
outstanding vistas of Kinzua Bay and 
the Allegheny Reservoir. You can pho- 
tograph the pastoral Allegheny River 
from the Tidioute Overlook. 

Sometimes, the best fall photos 
happen when you’re shooting some- 
thing else. One September afternoon, 
I was scheduled to photograph inside 
the Gettysburg home of President 
Eisenhower for my book, Pennsylva- 
nia (Graphic Arts Center Publishing). 
With the morning free, I wandered 
through the nearby battlefield. A ground 
fog covered the park with a soft, dif- 
fused light. A wooden fence led me 
across a field of golden grasses to a 
batch of black-eyed Susans. Using a 
wide-angle lens to accentuate the 
warm-toned flowers against the cool 
blue fence, I composed an image

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Fall Color Tips For Beginners 


Look for the color! When surrounded 
by a gorgeous autumn palette, look be- 
yond the obvious and focus on a special 
part of the landscape that intrigues you. 
Film choice is important. | prefer fine- 
grain films that exhibit rich colors. 
Increase color saturation. A polariz- 
ing filter can minimize reflections on 
glossy leaf surfaces that otherwise 
decrease saturation. 

Water can be a wonderful thing! Wet 
leaves photographed with a polarizing 
filter can provide super-saturated colors. 
A light drizzle is usually accompanied by 
a soft, diffused light that brings out all 
the fine details and subtle colors of a 
fall landscape. 


that became the cover of my book. 

I photograph most of my landscapes 
in 4x5, though I sometimes shoot 
medium format in severe weather. Fre- 
quently, I use a polarizer and, occa- 
sionally, neutral-density and warming 
filters. A polarizing filter helped me 
capture the deep blue water and bril- 
liant yellow foliage along the Delaware 
Water Gap, a dramatic S-shaped curve 


Look for contrasting colors like a 
touch of a warm color (red, orange or 
yellow) contrasted against cool colors 
(greens in early fall or blue-brown leaf- 
less trees in late fall). 


Look for details. Close-ups of fallen 
leaves provide an infinite variety of col- 
orful patterns. 

Look for colorful foliage contrasted 
against man-made objects such as 


warm leaf colors played against a white 
clapboard farmhouse.

in the Delaware River. By cutting 
the reflections off both the water and 
fall foliage, the polarizer intensified 
their colors. l've photographed the 
Delaware Water Gap in all four sea- 
sons and prefer the view from Mt. 
Tammany on the New Jersey side. 
You can easily become disoriented 
hiking down the mountain trail after 
sunset, so a good flashlight with extra 


batteries is a must for this excursion. 

Pennsylvania’s vast system of forests 
and parks is a treasure trove for the 
outdoor photographer. From the golden 
dune grasses of Presque Isle State 
Park and the renegade maples in Hick- 
ory Run’s boulder field to the great 
swath of fall colors west of High Knob 
Overlook, the variety of fall subjects 
is staggering. 

Sometimes, I return again and again 
to a favorite spot, often finding new 
images. The light, weather and land- 
scape constantly affect what I photo- 
graph. Early one morning at Shohola 
Falls in the Poconos, I found an eerie, 
almost colorless world enshrouded in 
fog. When I returned later that day, 
the warm sun on the yellow leaves 
contrasted nicely with the shaded blue 
waters of the falls. That image soon 
was published on a fine-art poster. 

Wherever I go in Pennsylvania, I 
pass vestiges of the state's historic past 
and often incorporate these into my 
landscapes. A splash of red ivy on a 
Bucks County barn or a canopy of 
sugar maples above Waterford's old- 
fashioned bandstand evoke not just 
autumn, but a distinctly American place. 
As the days begin to shorten, I can't 
think of a better place for a landscape 
photographer than Pennsylvania. ОР

hat is it about shore- 
birds that makes 
them so appealing? 
They're certainly not 
the world's largest 
birds, nor the smallest. Their coloration, 
in most cases, tends to be drab, and 
their vocalizations are mostly non- 
melodic peeps and squeaks. As far as 
I know, no country has adopted a 
shorebird as its national emblem, nor 
are they associated in literature, music 
and art as other birds are, with admirable 
human traits such as wisdom, fidelity 
or love. 
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Yet, shorebirds are remarkable crea- 
tures, perfectly adapted to their envi- 
ronment and capable of some of the 
most prodigious feats of navigation 
and long-distance flying in the avian 
world. And, because they rely on the 
world’s wetlands for survival, their sta- 
tus is a clue to the health of our planet. 

“Shorebird” is actually a misnomer. 
The family of birds so named includes 
members equally at home on Arctic 
breeding grounds and on South Amer- 
ican pampas, beside alpine lakes, in 
tall-grass prairies, on the margins of 
inland seas and in coastal marshes and 


wetlands. Members of the shorebird 
family share several key characteris- 
tics, including long legs for wading, 
a long, pointed bill to probe for food, 
sharply pointed wings for swift, long- 
distance flight and a preference, in 
most cases, for feeding and resting at 
the water’s edge. 

I made my first attempts to photo- 
graph shorebirds using a rented 600mm 
Nikkor lens and a 1.4X teleconverter, 
which gave me an effective focal length 
of 840mm. I soon bought a used 600mm 
Nikkor, and recently Гуе added a 300mm 
to my arsenal. With the teleconverter, 


this gives me four focal lengths to choose 
from—300mm, 420mm, 600mm and 
840mm. But I quickly learned that my 
most valuable pieces of equipment were 
a folding camp stool and a pair of sturdy 
rubber boots. Thus armed, Га waddle 
away from my car in search of birds, 
carefully carrying my gargantuan lens, 
camera and tripod. 

Despite the head-turning propor- 
tions of my equipment, I still needed 
to get close to the birds — very close. 
Frame-filling shots of individual shore- 
birds can only be achieved at distances 
of about 40 to 80 feet. 

I learned to work on an incoming 
tide, which pushed the birds I wanted 


to photograph toward my camera. It's 
very hard to chase shorebirds. Get too 
close, and eventually they'll fly away. 
But when shorebirds are moving toward 
you with the tide and you remain sta- 
tionary, they often come within a few 
yards of your position without seem- 
ing the least bit disturbed. 

But the biggest factor in determin- 
ing whether shorebirds will tolerate a 
photographer's presence is how used 
they are to having people in the area. 
The best locations I’ve found for pho- 
tographing shorebirds are ones where 
the birds are in constant contact with 


people— other birders, hikers, joggers 
and bicyclists. Rather than being 
spooked by them, the birds get used 
to people and accept your presence. 

Because shorebirds, with only a 
few exceptions, tend to be drab and 
plainly patterned, it helps to photo- 
graph them under the warm, clear light 
found just after sunrise or during late 
afternoon. I use a tide chart with sun- 
rise and sunset indications to plan my 
shooting times. A high tide coming 
just after sunset is ideal. 

I try to achieve the sharpest pho- 
tographs possible, so my options for 
film, shutter speed and lens aperture 
are extremely limited. My 1.4X tele- 


converter consumes a stop of light, turn- 
ing my 600mm f/4 lens into an 840mm 
f/5.6 and my 300mm f/2.8 into a 
420mm f/4. If I want to freeze mov- 
ing shorebirds, especially the sewing- 
machine motion of their heads as they 
feed, I need to shoot at 40 sec. I now 
shoot mostly Fujichrome Provia, but 
I’ve found very little difference between 
Provia and Kodak Ektachrome Е1005 
in terms of color and sharpness. 
Depth of field can be a problem; 
with a 840mm lens at f/5.6, you have 
no margin for focusing error. My goal 
is to get one of the bird’s eyes in focus. 


If I’m shooting a large bird at a rela- 
tively long distance, this means ГЇЇ 
also get the rest of the bird in focus. 
For smaller birds closer to the cam- 
era, it's often impossible to keep the 
whole bird in focus. 

There are times when I'm willing 
to accept some motion blur in my pic- 
tures, such as while photographing 
feeding shorebirds. ГЇЇ often stop the 
lens down for greater depth of field 
and use a slower shutter speed. This 
technique depends on having a sturdy 
tripod and no wind. Panning with birds 
in flight is another technique that some- 
times produces good results. 

During the past five years, I’ve fol- 
lowed shorebirds to such California 
coastal hot spots as Upper Newport 
Bay, Morro Bay and Humboldt Bay, 
as well as to inland locations like the 
Salton Sea, Mono Lake, the Los Banos 
Grasslands and the Klamath National 
Wildlife Refuge. I also make yearly 
trips to Cape Cod, Mass., and once 
ventured north to the tundra breeding 
grounds around Churchill, a remote 
outpost on Canada's Hudson Bay. 

Along the way, I started to meet sci- 
entists who study shorebirds — wildlife 
biologists and other researchers exam- 
ining behavior, feeding and nesting 
habits, predation and migration. Not 
only did these contacts give me access 
to areas that are normally hard-to-find 
or off-limits, but they also broadened 
my understanding of shorebirds and 
shorebird behavior. Such an under- 
standing is one of the keys to making 
successful wildlife photographs. 

Wildlife photography has a basic 
rule: Do no harm. Although birds are 
often portrayed as carefree creatures, 
many species are engaged in a daily, 
life-or-death struggle to survive. Any- 
thing that tips the scales out of the birds’ 
favor can be fatal. One area of special 
concern is photographing nesting birds. 

During nesting, the eggs are extremely 
vulnerable. The biggest dangers are pre- 
dation from other animals, including 
other birds, and changes in temperature 
when the adult isn't there to provide 
insulation. When disturbed, a shorebird 
will typically leave its nest, trying to 
draw attention away from the nest site. 
Causing a bird to leave its nest for too 
long a period of time can be harmful. 

I've used several different types of

tory north of town, I noticed a least 
sandpiper acting very territorial. I got 
down on the ground and inched for- 
ward through the underbrush with my 
80-200mm zoom just a few inches 
above the dirt. Surrounded by flow- 
ers and tufts of grass was a single, 
tiny chick, probably only a few days 
old. The adult was there, too, a six- 
inch marvel of feathers, bone, muscle 
and DNA, ready to ward off the 
intruder. I retreated. In a few weeks, 
the adult would head south, leaving 
the chick to fend for itself and find 
South America on its own. Perhaps 
I'd see them again, later in the sum- 
mer, as they stopped, rested, fed and 
fattened on Cape Cod's sandy shore. 

This mystery of regeneration and 
migration was almost destroyed by mar- 
ket hunters in the 19th and early 20th 
centuries. The Migratory Bird Treaty 
Act of 1918 ended that threat, but new 
ones remain, including habitat loss, pol- 
lution and degradation of breeding and 
wintering areas. Shorebirds are strong 
yet fragile creatures, independent but 
interconnected. Their health and well-

decide their future—and ours. OP

Here are some inexpensive ways to capture the warmth of fall By Wes G. Pitts 


all is here, and the 
leaves are turning 
their autumn col- 
ors—the bright reds, deep 
oranges and warm yellows. 
So we've put together some 
basic tips anyone can use 
to maximize the season’s 


colors in their photographs. 
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Timing 

Light changes constantly, particularly if there are clouds in the sky. With color photog- 
1 raphy, this effects not just the densities of the image but also the chromatic range. Basi- 

cally, good color requires good light. The surest way to get good light is to stay with 
your subject for awhile. As clouds pass overhead and the sun moves, the light can change 
from splotchy to even and back again many times. Don’t shy away from shooting during the 
middle hours of the day. The sun is lower in the sky in fall, so you won't get the intense wash- 
out that you might expect from shooting outside of the "golden hours." Particularly when using 
filters to help control the light, you'll find that mid-morning and mid-afternoon light can yield 
exceptional results with fall colors. 


Depth Of Field 


Depth of field deter- 

mines which areas of 

the image will be in 
focus, and sharpness of focus 
affects how colors reproduce 
on film. Colorful objects in 
sharp focus will create a much 
different effect than the same 
object out of focus. Generally, 
colors in sharp focus will dis- 
play a more distinctive range 
of tones than those in soft 
focus, so consider this while 
you're composing your shot. 


Bracket Your Exposures 


This is especially important when shooting color slide film because it's less forgiv- 
ing than color negative film. Exposure bracketing is a fail-safe way to get good 
color. Sometimes a scene's colors will photograph better at a different exposure 
than your meter suggests; bracketing ensures you'll get something you can work with. 


Ligbt 

Light from the side will 

produce lots of small 

shadows, which add 
detail and texture to your 
shot but reduce the amount 
of saturated colors. Front- 
light, if low-angled or mod- 
erate in strength, can 
produce very strong colors. 
If your subject is backlit, 
translucent colors will glow, 
but contrast can be high. A 
flash-fill can be used to bring 
out the colors and reduce 
contrast in backlit scenes. A 
mild, overcast sky will dif- 
fuse light fairly evenly, like 
an enormous studio light box, 
and can create excellent light- 
ing situations for fall color. 
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Color As The Subject 


Colorful leaves can produce nice, formal abstracts when photographed as 
close-ups in groups. For example, filling the frame with leaves that are very 
similar in color creates a monochrome effect that can work really well. 
For big scenics where fall color is used to accent surrounding earth tones or sky, be 
conscious of where in the frame you use color. Careful use of color in your compo- 
sition can be used to draw attention to specific areas and to lead the viewer’s eye 
through the image. 


Contrasting Colors 


Every color has an opposite: red opposes 

green, orange opposes blue and yellow opposes 

violet. These pairs of color create striking con- 
trasts when arranged next to one another and visu- 
ally increase each other's intensity.

Filters 


Polarizing filters will add energy to the colors in your pho- 
a tographs. First, a polarizer darkens and deepens the blue of 

the sky (when at right angles to the sun’s rays), creating a 
pleasing contrast with the warm colors of autumn. Also, by remov- 
ing reflective glare from your subject’s surface and stray environ- 
mental light, the polarizer filter lets more color from your subject get 
through to your film, intensifying the saturation of your subject's color. 
Another great filter for bold colors is the enhancing filter (also called 
an intensifying filter). These filters are most effective for strengthen- 
ing warm- toned colors, perfect for the reds, oranges and yellows of 
fall. With enhancing filters, effects will vary among manufacturers. 


Find A Good Lab

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equipment. Locking jaws attach to 
your window, roof rack or anything 
the two-inch-wide jaws can fit around. 

For long telephoto photography, the 
Groofwin Pod (ground-roof-window) 
is a very solid window mount from 
Leonard Rue Enterprises. Open it up 
to use as a window bracket for lenses 
up to 600mm, or use it flat on the roof 
or hood of your SUV — ideal for pho- 
tographing subjects near the road. The 
Kirk model is a heavy-duty mount that 
holds lenses up to 800mm.

implify. Sometimes that 
can be the best thing to 
remember for a photogra- 
phy session. With all the 
options out there for cam- 
era equipment, it’s easy to get bogged 
down by all the available gadgets and 
different lenses. Put all that aside for 
a moment and consider trimming down 


your setup to just a body and a cou- 
ple of versatile zooms like Tamron’s 
new AF100-300mm f/5-6.3. Suddenly, 
your equipment isn’t the focus any- 
more, and you’re centered on finding 
the best shot to record on film. 

Lots of us have had the experience 
of setting out on the trail without leav- 
ing a single piece of camera equip- 


ment at home. A mile later, with the 
bag dragging you down bodily, it’s 
likely that subtleties of color and com- 
positional motifs are passing you by. 
That’s where the Tamron AF100- 
300mm comes into play—it’s com- 
pact, very lightweight and packs a 
wide range of telephoto focal lengths 
into a single lens. 

This lens is an excellent choice for 
the beginning through to the advanced 
photographer. The focal range gives 
you lots of compositional and fram- 
ing options when you look through 
the viewfinder. A minimum focusing 
distance of 4.9 feet gives you 1:4 mag- 
nification at 300mm. The Tamron lens 
is truly compact, measuring only 
4.5x2.8-inches. The filter size is 55mm. 

We took the Tamron lens out on a 
sunny day for a test run. The 100- 
300mm zoom range of the Tamron 
gave us a lot of scope for creative com- 
positions without having to change 
lenses or struggle for the perfect stand- 
point (which can be hazardous in moun- 
tainous areas!). In the altitude and rocky 
terrain, the featherweight telephoto lens 
was quite a relief. 

Overall, the lens performed very 
well. The maximum aperture of f/5- 
6.3 makes the Tamron a slower lens, 
so you'll definitely need a tripod to 
shoot in lower light (however, f/6.3 
will allow autofocusing unlike some 
other lenses of this type). Our results 
at the shorter end of the focal range 
with the lens stopped down a bit were 
pleasingly sharp, with a well-defined 
crispness between colors. The image 
quality drops just slightly at 300mm 
wide open, but we still got some very 
nice photos from tripod-mounted shots 
at smaller apertures. 

You won't get all the benefits that 
come from more expensive optical 
designs like APO or low-dispersion 
glass but, if you want a minimalist 
system to get high-quality results at 
an economical price, the Tamron 
AF100-300mm combines the perfect 
weight and size with a versatile focal 
range. List price: $269.

The unfortunate upshot of all this is 
that those of us who simply want to 
have the sharpest images we can get, 
regardless of whether we're looking 
to sell them, sometimes have been 
forced to leave tripods in the trunk.

Know- 

ing that this would 

be the case, I was 

thrilled to be able to bring 

a new Canon IS 28-135mm Image 
Stabilizer lens. 

The 28-135mm is one of Canon's 
new lenses with the IS system. The 
75-300mm IS has been out for awhile, 
and we've had great success with it. 
The 28-135mm encompasses a great 
focal range for travel photography. It's 
also quite compact and lightweight. 
In fact, for this trip I carried only a 


Canon EOS Elan ПЕ with the IS lens 
and an Agfa ePhoto 1280 digital cam- 
era. The combination was ideal. 

Shooting with the 28-135mm IS lens 
in the streets of Antwerp, Belgium, and 
Paris was a joy. I hadn't had a chance 
to test the lens before I left the United 
States, so I was a bit nervous about 
whether the images would meet my 
standards for sharpness. It took all of 
two minutes of looking at slides on the 
light table and prints back from the lab 
after the trip to see how beautifully the 
lens had performed. 

In Paris, when our group visited 
the Notre Dame Cathedral, I was faced 
with a photo opportunity that I had 
really been looking forward to. I had 
seen pictures and heard stories about 
it since I was a little kid, but I was 
still completely amazed by the cathe- 
dral when I got there. The versatility 
of the 28-135mm zoom gave me an 
excellent range to explore the intrica- 


cies of Notre Dame’s architecture. 

Traveling light is a passion with me. 
I can’t stand being caught in baggage 
claim lines, waiting for a suitcase that’s 
going to be the very last one off the 
plane. Unfortunately, as a carry-on flyer, 
I have to keep any photo gear to a min- 
imum. My kit, made up of the EOS 
Elan II and this new IS lens was per- 
fect. The whole thing was compact 
enough to fit in a small camera bag. 

I really like this lens a lot! I have 
to admit, I was slow to embrace zoom 
lenses, autofocus and especially IS 
technology. Well, if the 75-300mm 
didn’t convince me, this 28-135mm 
removed all doubt. When I got my 
pictures back from the lab, I was 
stunned. I expected that they’d be

How will a compact camera help you in the field? 
Some photo opportunities won’t wait for you to get the 
right lens mounted. With a point-and-shoot camera that 
can grab a wide-angle or a telephoto shot at a 
moment’s notice, you capture subjects that would 
escape the photographer who’s busy changing lenses. 

Another reason to consider a compact camera is its rel- 
ative expense when shooting in risky circumstances. If 
you're a rock climber, for example, it's much easier to 
bring along a compact camera than an SLR system and 
much less expensive to replace if damaged. 

Inclement weather is a concern 
when shooting outdoors.Weather-proof 
compact camera models are an inex- 
pensive way to keep shooting when 
things get wet and interesting. You 
won't have to worry about getting too 
close to that waterfall, either. 

I've enjoyed having a point-and- 
shoot with me when I’m skiing. There

are often incredible vistas at the top of the mountain, 
and a camera that fits easily into a jacket pocket and 
doesn't mind getting a little wet is great to have along. 

Maybe you want to shoot transparencies and print 
film of the same subjects, or color and black-and-white. 
Having a second camera is much easier than changing 
rolls often, and a compact camera is, again, less bulky 
than a second SLR body. 

There's always the unhappy possibility that your pri- 
mary camera will unexpectedly fail. Having a backup 
along ensures that you won't go home disappointed 
because you missed a great photo. Considering its rela- 
tive price, minimal weight and size and versatility, 
today's compact camera is a simple solution to a num- 
ber of concerns you might encounter in the field. 

From the very inexpensive disposable to the more

sophisticated models we feature here, the range of com- 
pact cameras available is substantial. Practically every 
35mm camera manufacturer has an offering in this cate- 
gory, so you'll want to be sure to handle a variety of 
models before making a decision. 

When choosing a compact camera, keep in mind that 
the idea isn’t to eliminate or replace your 
primary camera, but to add versatility to 
your system. You’ll want to consider size 
and weight versus the features that 
you’re looking for. 

Most point-and-shoot cameras have a 
built-in flash, though some offer more 
control via selectable flash modes. Since 
automatic flash won’t always achieve the 
right effect, you'll probably want to have the 
option of turning the flash off to get a longer exposure or, 
conversely, to force the flash to fire for backlit subjects. 
The ability to force the flash is great for getting detail in 
the shadowy areas when your meter is likely to be fooled. 

Many compact cameras have a slow flash 
mode that allows a long exposure with 
a flash-fill, great for nighttime and 
low-light situations when you want to 
get the available background light and 
well-exposed foreground or stop 
action. Some models include a Bulb 
setting for extra-long exposures that 
you determine. 

Like many of the 35mm compact 
cameras we'll look at, the Canon Sure Shot Z135 
has a solid zoom range, from a slightly wide 38mm to a 
140mm telephoto. The Z135 offers seven programmed 
shooting modes, including a spot-metering mode for pre- 
cise exposure control. There's an optional remote control 
that can be useful for shooting wildlife 
(set up your camera near a food or water 
source) or for long exposures. 

The Contax T2 features a 38mm Carl 
Zeiss T* lens and aperture-priority auto 
exposure, so you have control over your 
depth of field. For even greater control, you 
have the option of manual or autofocus. 
Other features include exposure compensa- 
tion of +2 EV in half-stop increments, red- 
eye reducing flash and a Bulb setting for long exposures. 

Fuji's 312 Zoom offers a unique “drop-in” loading 
system, perfect if you're juggling a lot of gear in the 
field and need to reload quickly. The 38-120mm zoom 
lens coupled with the panoramic mode presents interest- 
ing compositional possibilities.

Our expedition began with a 1200- 
mile flight in a Twin Otter that seemed 
to reverse geological time. From the 
green fields of Iceland, we receded 
into the Pleistocene as icebergs dot- 
ted shipless seas, pack ice closed in 
against rocky shores and an appari- 
tion appeared 10,000 feet above on 
the horizon: the great Greenland Ice- 
cap. It slowly vanished before we 
landed in North Pearyland. 

A few days later, we headed out 
for Oodaaq Island and failed because 
of deep slush and open leads. The next 
time, we made it in a 13-hour marathon 
wearing snowshoes to keep from plung- 
ing through cracks in the ice. 

When we reached Oodaaq, my feet 
were soaked and numb despite double 
boots, gaiters and two pairs of socks 
with plastic garbage bags over them, 
duct-taped to my thighs. Even so, I 
laughed heartily as I watched math pro- 
fessor Bob Palais try to balance on the 
single rock breaking the surface. This 
was our island? Our great goal? But 
here it was in just the right place at 83’ 
40” north, 1360 meters off Kaffeklubben. 
Pack ice driven upward near shore had 
given off melt water that created a false 
sea level obscuring all but the island’s 
highest point. 

In the final months before depar- 
ture, I had received a small Life mag- 
azine assignment. Knowing their 
penchant for the unusual, I precon- 
ceived creating the look of the top of 
the world as seen on a globe with a 
16mm fish-eye lens. To solve the expo- 
sure problem of Bob smiling in stormy 
shadows surrounded by white ice, I 
manually set my flash for 70mm cov- 
erage to project a beam only onto Bob 
that wouldn't over-light the closer water. 

I wasn't surprised that Life ran the 
image that appears here as the major 
spread in a story that didn't include any 
of our first ascents, ski descents down 
unexplored glaciers or encounters with 
wildlife, including a herd of musk oxen 
that spent the day eating wildflowers in 
base camp. My personal favorite image 
of the trip is a dead musk ox almost 
wholly receded into a barren area of 
soft tundra. The slowly vanishing crea- 
ture returning nutrients to the Earth that 
gave birth to the luxuriant blooms sur- 
rounding it is highly symbolic of the 
Arctic cycle of life. OP

mation. In late afternoon, the sun bathes 
the rock in brilliant light, making the 
rock face appear golden. 

Seneca Rocks is considered to be 
the most demanding rock-climbing chal- 
lenge east of the Rockies. For those less 
inclined to hang by a rope, a 1.3-mile 
hiking trail up to the top of Seneca 
Rocks provides an easier, though still 
strenuous alternative. The view from 
the top provides stunning vistas of the 
mountain ridges and the valley below. 


CANAAN VALLEY 
AND BLACKWATER FALLS 

A visit to the Highlands isn’t com- 
plete without a trip into Canaan Val- 
ley, the highest mountain valley east 
of the Rocky Mountains. Located in 
eastern Tucker County, Canaan Val- 
ley is situated at an elevation of 3200 
feet and bordered by mountains rising 
over 4000 feet. The valley harbors an 
assortment of wetland and forest com- 
munities, each providing important habi- 
tats for many unique plant and wildlife 
species. The Valley’s vibrant fall dis- 
play of red and sugar maples and other 
hardwood trees makes this a popular 
destination for photographers. 

More than 6000 acres in the south- 
ern portion of the valley have been 
set aside as the Canaan Valley State 
Park. This is the best location in the 
state to photograph white-tailed deer. 
The park has several trails that you 
can take into the heart of the forest 
and along beaver ponds. North of the 
park is the Canaan Valley National 
Wildlife Refuge. Although currently 
less than 2000 acres, future plans are 
to expand the refuge up to 25,000 
acres, forever protecting the wetlands 
and other unique habitats in the north- 


| ern reaches of the valley. 


Just north of Canaan Valley is Black- 


| water Falls State Park. Along with the 


beauty of autumn’s color, you can cap- 
ture images of the Blackwater River 
as it plunges over the three-story-high 
Blackwater Falls. From there, the river 
twists and tumbles through the deep, 
eight-mile-long gorge of Blackwater 
Canyon, one of the most rugged land- 
scapes in the Appalachian Mountains. 

The fall colors in the canyon are 
spectacular, but this may not be true 
much longer. In 1997, a private tim- 


ber company announced plans to log 
timber from Blackwater Canyon. Log- 
ging would effectively destroy the very 
thing that attracts more than one mil- 
lion visitors each year to the canyon, 
who annually pour an estimated $22 
to $40 million into the local economy. 
I’ve yet to see where people spend that 
type of money to marvel at a clearcut. 


DOLLY SODS WILDERNESS 


Located along the crests of the 
Allegheny Front, Dolly Sods is more 
reminiscent of a boreal-tundra ecosys- 
tem than an Appalachian forest. With 
elevations ranging from 2500 to over 
4000 feet, the autumn colors and cooler 
temperatures arrive early, sometimes as 
early as the first week in September. 

Dolly Sods has extensive boulder 
fields, upland bogs, red spruce and 
sweeping vistas. The 2000-acre Dolly 
Sods Scenic Area and the 10,000-acre 
Dolly Sods Wilderness protect the unique 
natural features and scenic qualities of 
this windswept ecosystem. On clear 
days, the views from the only road going 
through the area are simply outstand- 
ing. The Sods has an extensive trail sys- 
tem, which offers photographers better 
scope to create images of the excep- 
tional beauty of this area. One word of 
caution when visiting Dolly Sods: Be 
prepared for inclement weather at any 
time of the year. Severe wind, rain and 
snow can occur without warning. 

If the sweet aromas and visionary 
delights of autumn are on your menu 
for the fall season, a trip to West Vir- 
ginia’s Allegheny Highlands will 
undoubtedly sate your appetite. This 
land known as Almost Heaven will 
undoubtedly enchant you.

Focus is attention. The parts of the 
image that we sharpen are the very parts 
that we (and our viewers) will most 
concentrate on. Energy follows atten- 
tion. What’s sharp becomes the heart 
of the image, the part that stirs our feel- 
ings and our passion, the part that brings 
it to life (my apologies to all my soft- 
focus photos, but you get my drift). 

In our photography, that focus is 
always changing, shot to shot, moment 
to moment. It’s doing the same in my 
life, but that’s harder for me to see. 
The focus ring on my life often seems 
as if it were from an early autofocus 
lens—absurdly slow to find what it 
wants to lock on to and then, God for- 
bid, should it miss its focus, doomed 
to rack in wild madness to the farthest 
reaches of the lens. 

I'd love to be as sharp in my life 
as I am with my camera. Snapping 
tack-sharp on the things that excite 
and interest me, yet fearlessly willing 
to easily change my focus as the sit- 
uation develops. Continuously finding 
that next right answer. 

What’s true for focus seems equally 
true for exposure. If focus is attention, 
then exposure is balance. The equi- 
librium point between the light and 
the dark, between the Yin and the 
Yang. Blow the exposure, and our 
photograph is worthless. Lose the bal- 
ance in your life and.... 

In our photography, we instantly 
realize that each new vision requires 
new exposure, new balance. We'd 
never stand on the rim of the Grand 
Canyon at noon, take a light reading 
and then return that evening with the 
expectation of using that earlier read- 
ing to get the shot. Yet, how many 
times have I set a balance in my life 
and then tried desperately to hold it 
without any regard to all that was 
changing around me? 

When will I listen to what my pho- 
tography teaches me every day. That 
focus and balance are always in flux; 
that every new experience needs new 
settings; and that change is all that’s 
constant. My easy and elegant response 
not only assures my survival, but might 
also elevate life to the level of art. 

No, I’m sure of it. It wasn’t lions 
or rhinos or goony birds that Darwin 
was thinking of when he penned those 
words. It had to be...photographers. ОР

bird in a smoke screen of dust. Now 
you see 'em, now you don't. Darn! 

At Rawhide, I locked onto the gates 
with the camcorder, hit “record” just 
prior to loosing the critters and panned 
with the action, often right in my face 
where I hung out by an exit gate. 
Hooves churned in the mud from a 
recent rain, hats took flight, and egos 
landed on their bad luck. Playing it 
loose, I knew Га rope the footage into 
creative shape in the editing process. 

Because much of the creative pro- 
cess in video is post-production, includ- 
ing music and voice over, the image 
capture phase doesn't need to be frame- 
by-frame perfection; just hang in and 
have fun. Running videotape may seem 
easier than shooting stills in some 
instances. However, basic still pho- 
tography principles of composition and 
editorial mindfulness aren't obviated 
by the superficial ease of a moving 
medium. So, believing in photo edu- 
cation to subserve any new creative 
endeavor, I took a filmmaking course 
at the Santa Fe Workshops to help me 
understand the transitions necessary to 
make my still sensibility move. 

Not so insensibly small, the Optura 
camcorder is the perfect fit for my lar- 
gish-for-a-girl's hand. It doubles as a 
still camera, capturing digital stills on 
tape. I could flip freely from Video 
Mode to Photo Mode to grab stills of 
lithe cowboys straddling fences, west- 
ern character studies, a clown's painted 
mug, details of ropes and saddles and 
kids in man-sized hats. I interspersed 
the photos into a final video program. 
Punctuating the action is an effective 
creative device that keeps the still sen- 
sibility alive in an innovative way. 

The rodeo wrapped and it was back 
to the ranch at The Pointe at Tapatio 
Cliffs, less than a 30-minute drive from 
Rawhide. At The Falls, where acres of 
natural beauty and authentic waterfalls 
spill into rock pools, I rode the aqua 
bronco, a body-bullet ride down a 130 
foot water slide. Just like Travis Tritt, 
I felt “...10 feet tall and bulletproof.” op

that’s of lesser quality than another. In 
any situation where you show your 
work, great images are diluted by the 
average images that you might use to 
"fill out” your presentation, and the 
overall impression of your photogra- 
phy is reduced. The editing process isn’t 
given enough priority by many aspir- 
ing photographers. 

The next step is to go through your 
files to find your very best “water land- 
scapes." If you adhere to my second 
premise, you'll find the editing diffi- 
cult. Being self-critical is critical! Don't 
be surprised if you only find a few 
images of equally high quality. 

The ultimate editor is you, the artist, 
but you may find it valuable to have 
your work evaluated by other, more

tinue to photograph for the portfolio, 
your planning, exploring and image- 
making is concentrated on the theme. 
New images are compared to your 
standards of excellence and can be 
added to the portfolio if they measure 
up. Over time, some new images might 
replace the original images as the over- 
all quality of the portfolio is elevated. 
The images that endure, that still excite 
you, remain in the portfolio. By eval- 
uating this collection of premier images 
often, you can see, and are rewarded 
by, your progress. 

This project could last just a few 
months or a lifetime. Like many nature 
photographers, I love to photograph 
trees and I have an on-going tree port- 
folio. Several years ago, my images 
were chosen for a book project to illus- 
trate novelist John Fowles’ essay, The | 
Tree (The Nature Co., 1994). For me, 
the book provided an opportunity for 
my images to complement a classic 
piece of environmental writing with a 
strong message about the human need 
for wilderness, but it wasn’t my ideal 
tree portfolio. The problem with doing 
books is that sometimes the photog- 
rapher isn’t the editor!

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“Trees growing on moss-covered boul- 
ders, Baxter State Park, Maine, 1995,” 
has assumed a position among my 
select tree photographs. As is often 
the case for me, the process of creat- 
ing this image began with discovery 
and a sense of wonder. The roots of 
these trees thoroughly amazed me with 
their grace and determination. My 
judgment of the image rests on: the 
overall technical quality; that I feel 
the image is as good as my best tree 
photographs; and that the image recon- 
nects me with the sublime experience 
of being there. 

To compose the image, I had to 
maneuver my tripod onto a nearly ver- 
tical, muddy slope and use a 90mm 
wide-angle lens on my 4x5. This slope 
limited my options and forced me to 
compose tightly, as I was using the 
widest-angle lens I have. The viewer’s 
attention is centered on the two roots 
coming down the rock. The entire 
boulder isn’t shown, but its large size 
is implied. 

A sense of the surrounding forest is 
conveyed by small sections of trunks 
visible across the top of the frame. The 
previous night’s rainstorm had knocked 
down an abundance of leaves, which 
added an extra dimension to the scene. 
The rainfall and the softness of the 
lighting conditions allowed the film to 
record rich, saturated colors. 

Once you’ve explored a theme in 
depth, and hopefully you’ ve seen your 
own vision of the subject grow and 
coalesce, you'll probably find other 
themes in your work to cultivate into 
new projects. As I write these words, 
I contemplate themes in my own body 
of work to develop. 

Creative thinking along these lines 
may lead you to themes, evolving from 
your own personal passions, that are 
yet unexplored by other photographers. 
The potential for rewards in terms of 
personal satisfaction, in the refinement 
of your presentation and for market- 
ing your work are increased. The first 
level of creativity comes with the image- 
making, but the next phase comes with 
the editing and organization of images 
in ways that reflect the photographer's 
unique style and perspective.
